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LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 331

Introduced by Christensen, 44.

PURPOSE: To examine how to simplify and grant authority to a

single entity to divert excess water in the Platte River to

Johnson and Elwood Reservoirs after stream flows in the Platte

River reach a specific level of cubic feet per second above

the flows necessary to meet all other obligations. The study

shall include, but not be limited to, identifying who would

be the single entity to initiate diversion, how the specific

cubic-feet-per-second level would be calculated, and identifying

the specific cubic-feet-per-second level for initiating diversions.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE

HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Natural Resources Committee of the

Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to

carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of

its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
